Introduction 

Data  contained  in  this  bulletin  provide  a  general 
oven/iew  of  recent  trends  in  the  hardwood 
market  for  use  by  hardwood-related  industries, 
forest  managers,  the  academic  community,  and 
the  public.  The  statistics  presented  in  this  bulletin 
are  not  inclusive.  Specific  series  were  selected 
on  the  basis  of  their  availability  and 
completeness,  and  were  derived  from  a  variety 
of  sources.  Questions  about  data  collection 
procedures  should  be  directed  to  the  issuing 
agency  or  organization. 

The  reported  import  and  export  data  for 
hardwood  logs,  lumber,  veneer,  and  plywood  are 
reproduced  in  their  entirety  as  received  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 


Census.  Reporting  errors  have  occurred  in  the 
past  due  to  coding  and  computing  program 
errors  and  changes  in  tariff  systems.  For 
information  on  these  errors,  see  Luppold  (1995). 
Readers  interested  in  export  and  import  data  are 
encouraged  to  reference  additional  sources 
when  evaluating  international  trade  statistics. 

Readers  interested  in  price  data  for  specific 
subregions  of  the  domestic  hardwood  market  are 
encouraged  to  contact  state  forestry  officials  for 
information  on  local  market  conditions.
